The Census of 1840, embracing ns it does, 
the population and productions of the coun- 
try, exhibitsan increase of both us it regards 
this district, which is we believe unexampled 
even inthe rapidly growing regions. of the 
West. 

In 1833 ag has been stated, the portion of 
country of which this Road is an outlet, con- 
tained some 20,000 souls, and produced noth- 
ing more than was necessary to support 
them.

common education. In 1838 the Stock of 
the Springfield and Alton Railroad Compa- 
ay was taken up, but before the work was 
commenced the State of Illinois adopted a 
system of Internal Improvements, which 
contemplated, among others a Railroad run- 
ning from Alton in the same direction, and 
which it was supposed would in a great meas- 
ure supercede tho necessity of the one now 
proposed, accordingly the company aban- 
doned the undertaking, and the State com- 
menced a similar one which was continued 
together with other works in different quar- 
ters, until the winter of 1840, when the in- 
ternal improvement system was abandoned, 
and the work done upon this route, together 
with the materials and many valuable privi- 
leges were granted to the Springfield and 
Alton Railroad Company as a donation, pro- 
vided they would go on with the work. This 
donation, though a much greater amount has 
been expended, it is ascertained can be made 
available to the extent of at least $200,000, 
and it is confideatly believed that the whole 
distance may be completed for tess than the 
additional sum of $300,000.

This for many reasons would be one of the 
lenst expensive routes bothto run and repair, 
but allowing the highest rates or 80,000 dol- 
lars per annum for these items, therp would 
still remain 80,000 dollars nett profit, or nw 
revenuc of more than 26 per cent tipon the 
300,000 which the work is to cost.

To G. R. Weber, Esq: 

Dean Sin:—On arriving at Paris, last week» 
I found that Judge Wilson was sick, and that 
no court would consequently be held.

These two items show conclusively that ex~ 
change between Illinois and New York is but 
at two per cent premium, if we have specie 
or its equivalent with which to buy exchange, 
It is thus the people aremade to pay, for the 
suspension of banks. Itis thus they eompen- 
ate bank officers and stockholders, for the 
Jabour and trouble of abusing them. 
~ Give ns a sound circulating medium and ex- 
change wil] regulate itself, without the aid of 
a National Monster, to ride over the people, 
and enrich bankers, brokers, and corrupt 
whig politicians. 

Itis by such misstatements, as that put 
forth by the Journal and its whig associates, 
that a portion of the people are made to be- 
ieve, that the exchanges are at a high rate.

Though the honor of the State and tho 
safely of its citizens required that the bold 
violators of its laws and territory should be 
tried and punisbed, yet the hope was that the 
accused would be able to prove his innocence 
and be acquitted.

The 
object was to destroy the Democratic party, 
by destroying the currency, and charging the 
destruction which they themselves created, 
to the effect of Democratic measures. This 
was the base and infamous object; and nided 
by the power of a National Bank in Phila-

GENTLEME! We are in the midst of po- 
litical rejoicing in this county over the down- 
fall of deceased Federalism in Ohio, Indiana, 
Pennsylvania, Maryland, Maine, aud Georgia. 
Tu all of these States Harrison got a large 
majority Jast fall, and now the majorities are 
reversed. They have all gone back to their first 
principles, viz: ‘hose of the Democracy, ex- 
cept Maryland which was always until now a 
Federal State. With these principles every 
man in the country isacquninted. They have 
been published to the world. ‘They have not 
been kept from the public eye; but on the 
cantrary the Democratic party have always, 
whenever opportunity was offered, expressed 
their principles through the press, the ballot 
box, and in their public meetings. No Demo- 
crat is ashamed of the principles of his party. 
But how was it last fall with the Federal par~ 
ty. When Gen. Harrison the Federal candi~ 
date of that party, was asked for his princi- 
ples then, his answer was no declaration of 
principle for the publiceye. When his friends 
were asked for the General’s views in relation 
to the establishment of a National Bank, they 
would show you acoon skin! And when ask- 
ed for his views upon the abolition of slavery 
in the District of Columbia, their answer was 
“come do join in with us and take a cup of 
hard cider—its very good indeed, I’m sure 
you'd like it.”

‘They knew 
full well that if they unmasked themselves 
and settled down upon one set of common
